The sick one ‘is 
often relieved of pain instant- 
ly. We know where our help 
comes from and we climb 
faithfully to the fountain and 
draw the healing virtue from 
the stream of life. The ap- 
plication of the healing balm 
is simple and unseen with the 
natural eye, but its effect 
is so marked that the pa- 
tient frequently recovers so 
suddenly that on lookers of- 
ten say there was nothing the 
matter anyway. 

Only a short while ago and 
we would have thought a 
man was beside himself to 
deliberately put his hand in 
the fire and take the live 
coals in his hands, but now it 
is getting to be more com- 
mon. And even children 
take up hot embers or put 
their hands in the hot blaze 
and feel no hurt. Hot lamp 
globes and coals are handled 
without the least bit of injury
